istration no system of reform can be 
made effective and permanent without 
the aid of legislation. 
Appointments 


to the military and naval service are 
so regulated by law as to leave but 
little ground for complaint. 
It may 


not bo wise to make similar regula- 
tions by law for the civil service, but 
without invading tbe authority or 
necessary discretion of the Executive, 
Congress should devise a method that 
will determine tbe tenure of office and 
reduce the uncertainty which makes 
that service so uncertain and unsatis- 
factory. 
Without depriving any offi- 


cer of his rights as a citizen, the Gov- 
ernment should require him to dis- 
charge all of his official duties with 
intelligence, efficiency and faithful- 
ness. 


EXECUTIVE APPOINTMBNTS. 


To select wiaely from our own vaat 


population those who are best suited 
for the many offices to be filled, re- 
quires an acquaintance far beyond the 
range of auy one man. Tbe Executive 
should therefore seek und receive the 
information and assistance of those 
whose knowledge of the communities in 
which tbe duties are to be performed 
best qualifies them to aid him in mak- 
ing the wisest choice. 
These are de- 


liberate convictions, resulting from a 
careful study of the spirit of our insti- 
tutions, the events of sour history and 
the best impulses of our people. In 
my judgment these impulses should 
control the legislation and administra- 
tion of the Government. In any event 
they will guide my conduct until ex 
peneoce points a better way. 
If 


elected, it will be my purpose to en- 
force strict obedience to the Constitu- 
tion and laws, and promote, as best 
I may, the interests and honor of the 
whole country.

wisdom of Congress, the intelligence 
and patriotism of the people and the 
favor of God, with great respect, I am 
very truly yours.

ant direction. 


The party can make about eight miles 


per day the balance of the way, so thai 
hey will reach bn&anviUe in about 
teven or eight days more. It has not 
>een determined on which side of Honey 
Lake the route will go, and will not be 
until we have surveyed on both sides of 
the lake.
